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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's replacement drawings are acceptable 
and will be entered. 

Applicant's arguments regarding the §103 rejection are not persuasive. APA discloses all of the components of claim 1 (specification, page 
1). Applicant states that the claims are distinguished from APA by including a converter that can be switched on/off (page 1, lines 16-19). 
Tamai discloses that it is known to use switchable converters in a vehicle power distribution system. 

Tamai discloses a logic circuit (MPU 110). Tamai states that the logic circuit controls the converter (120) based on at least sensed load 
current (col. 5, lines 1 9-22 and 44-46). Thus, the status of the circuit elements determine the on/ofF state of the converter, as recited In 
applicant's claims. Tamai also discloses that the converter is switched on/ofF based on the battery charge. The Tamai secondary battery, 
however, can be intepreted as one of the circuit elements. 

Applicant is requested to rewrite the phrase, "an Idle state of the vehicle." The phrase indicates that the vehicle itself is stationary or the 
motor is idling. The claims, however, indicate that it is the CIRCUIT ELEMENTS which are idle (not the vehicle). Further, the claims 
define "idle state" as one in which the circuit elements are switched off. The circuit elements are only switched off AFTER the idle state is 
determined. It is unclear how the vehicle can enter the idle state on AFTER the idle state has been determined. 

In response to the combination of the references, the Tamai secondary battery can be interpreted as a "circuit element." Further, "reducing 
power consumption" is directed towards the charge of the PRIMARY battery and the consumption of the converter.
